Hon Robson agreed. 

Hon Walkem — Tnere i3 moro in this 
case thuu appear at firetj it is, in fact, a 
case involving gro>it publiu interests, which 
may bo injured berealler, if the prayer of the 
petition be granted. Ho thought a lease for 
99 years aDsuid. It was well known what 
■was meant by men being kept at w. rlt 'or a

The company, 
he lound, bad expended rume 81 500 or 82,- 
O00 only. Suppose they should not be able 
to develope ihe mine fullicieutly to make it 
pay, or render it saleahle, there it would re- 
main for 1UO years, though in oilier hands it 
might be of immense value to the Colony;

Hon DeCosrnos wanted to know if tbe

Hon Trutch was prepared to answer that 
question. There were gmu! objections. The 
milter had been before the Executive Coun- 
cil oDd muturely considered, and tbo preEent 
terms und arrangement determined upob by 
that body. He thought the terms suffici- 
ently liberal, rauro so, be might say, than 
offered to any other raining company. : The 
present company askod for a lease of 99 
years, and it would be granted on condition 
of their being able to develope the mine 
thoroughly, but not being io that condition, 
the application was refused, und a lease of 21 
years offered subject to tbo ground boing 
worked effectively. The company claim 
now that three men aro sufficient for 1 that 
purpose. It wouhl require at least S5O.O0O 
to open a cupper mine, yet the company 
object to beiug required to have one ihlrd of 
their capital stock, or S33.0U0, paid up before 
the lease is granted. In coming to this de- 
cision the Government bad only the public 
good in view. 

Hon Kobson regretted the position taken 
by one of the Executive Council that it was 
not wi'hin the prerogative of this House to 
interfeie. Ho throught the Government 
would be only too glad that u mat'er of this 
Bort should be bioughl belore tho Legislature 
wilb a view to the best thing under the' cir- 
cumstances being done. lie feared the tender 
regard ol the Government ior the public 
•weal in this matter was rather suspicious, and 
relerrod !o some other purp so. A 'tiuly 
paternal Government would feel it their duly 
and their pleasure to assist by every nieans 
in creating, or attempting to creUe, a 'great 
and permanent interest, rather than to place 
^,1,01 utiles in the wuy f.v? *nm- cue break 
the ice in this particular branch ol mining. 
*~%Ti**riii4--y'W.ii »wbH to toe country \>y 
the most liberal luims beiug granted to the 
compauy? Why luck up the capital they 
have already spent ? Why wait lor a; ricli 
company to eooio' This coinpsnj possessed 
whal was better, or at least as good as 
wealth— eoergy and determination; aud ho 
knew they honestly sought either to opeu their 
mi' e thoroughly, or 10 prove its merits Satis- 
factorily, which is admitted by all comrJetent 
judges to bo ol great consequence to the 
couu'.ry us it siaudi now. There is a diQ'ii- 



ported the claim* ct tho company, but his 
remarks were altogether tod low to be heard 
at the reporters' table. 

Hon Helmcken did not see why there 
should be n diflereuco between agricultural 
aud mineral lands. He prererrod to give 
every body full soope to work the one und 
prospect the other. Let all go in and do 
what best they can. He regretted to have 
to deul with a particular company. By nil 
means he thought it far prefe.able to have n 
general law to govern all such cases without 
distinction. In his opinion, perhapsit might 
have been bolter to have given this company 
tbe loaso they askod for, without any capital 
being paid up, or other restrictions diBcnb- 
ing and enlurcing ilia. work to be doue; if 
successful tho country would be so much 
improved, if not, none but themselves would 
bo injured. 

Hun DeCoemoa agreed with the advocacy 
of a most liberal policy in tho possession of 
of mineral lands; still he thought parties 
holding them ought to do woik io return. 
As to fixing capital he did not really think 
ihero was enough of money iu.the Colony to 
work a copper mine effectively if we aro to 
judge of the expense by ibo history anil ex- 
perience of tho world. 

Hon President Young ogreed with the 
member for Victoria. There wore two ways 
ol working, as had been sbowu (luting the: 
copper mania of Vancouver Island. By this 
principle of leasing the whole Island might 
be disposed of, aud the only w ork done by 
tho respective oompanies in return would be 
some two or three Siwaihea eating potatoes. 
Ho really hoped some general measure would 
be immediately brought forward systematiz- 
ing disposal of our mineral lands; 

Hon Helmcken, seconded by lion Young, 
moved the Committee is of opinion that some 
general law regulating the acquisition ot 
mineral lands is urgently required. That the 
petition of the Howe Sound Copper Mining 
Company be referred 10 the ISsoeutive wHi 
the recommendation that the company be
